As you have been previously informed since July 2000 your company owes me following money: 

i) Non paid salary related to my work in February 1 999 - July 2000 and calculated on the basis 
$120,000 per year written in official paper signed by you; 

ii) Money company borrowed from me to pay Sergey's and Dmitrii's salaries for few months in 
spring 1999.
